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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Claims 96-142 are objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant 
amended the claims to include two # 96 claims. Appropriate correction is required. The 
numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the original 
numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are 
canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are 
presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims second claim 96-141 have been renumbered as 97-142. 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 60-66, drawn to a method of treating semen, classified in class 
435, subclass 332, for example. 

II. Claims 67-74, drawn to a method of increasing the probability of producing 
an offspring, classified in class 435, subclass 375, for example. 

III. Claims 75-85,96,98-103, drawn to method of separating a population of 
cells, classified in class 435, subclass 377, for example. 

IV. Claims 86-95,97, drawn to a method of increasing offspring, classified in 
class 435, subclass 325, for example. 

V. Claims 104-106, drawn to a method of determining optimum incubation 
time, classified in class 435, subclass 332, for example. 
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VI. Claims 107-116, drawn to a method of determining optimum incubation 
time, classified in class 435, subclass 2, for example. 

VII. Claims 117-125, drawn to a method of determining optimum incubation 
time classified in class 435, subclass 374, for example. 

VIII. Claims 126-131, drawn to a method of determining time to separate male 
and female sperm, classified in class 435, subclass 333, for example. 

IX. Claims 132-142, drawn to a method for separating a selected population 
of cells from a sample of semen, classified in class 435, subclass 326, for 
example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The inventions of group's l-IX are directed to different inventions which are not 
connected in design, operation, and/or effect. These methods are independent since 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together, they have different modes of 
operation, they have different functions, and/or they have different effects. One would 
not have to practice the various methods at the same time to practice just one method 
alone. For example, Group I requires using FISH, while Groups IV and V do not, further 
some methods require the step of cooling, using specific antibodies, administering to a 
female reproductive tract while other groups do not. 
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Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 
Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.
